thathurtnone but themſelues , except we

were brethren we would take heed offlans 
dcring thus by telling of a truth; as Doeg :

this was atruth but he aymed at the de= 
ſtruction of the Prieits. And thus are we 
ſcrued of thoſe whom by preaching wee 
haue preſerued inthe Arke of the Church: 
It were better that theſe were paſſed ouer 
in filence (1 hauc named them, becauſe 
they are ſo common inthe mouth of cuc- 
ric degenerate Churchling,) For any thing 
I ſee, there isno good comes from the re. 
prehenſion of a publique man in a pub» 
lique place, or of apriuate fault in a pub; 
lique place , no amendment of ltte, but 
ſcandall and obduration. | 

Butnow let me ſharpen the point, and 
lay it atthe heart,and then conclude. Guue 
me patience to be alitle more violent and 
hot when I fall necre my center. 

The Seraphim doth tell vs: 1x; We mull 
not ipeake roo nldly of afinne,when the 
din is openand. ſcandalous. What he did 


to 
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to himſelf, that wee may doe to others, 
either 1a remembring or reprouing : they 
obic& again(t vs from the old Churchythat 
wedpare not their holy Orders, And can 
we? Since that Church in the miſerable 
time of darknes,, when Fildegardis had a 
viſion ,: in which the Church appeared 
with a tattred garment vpon her, and duft 
which the Pricits had calt in her tace, can- 
not yet finde a mantle to couer the faults 
of her Biſhops : They are the Miniſters of 
Antichriſt : They canonize and lode their 
ſhauclings with ticles : Becker a Saint, yet 
no mention. of . his - Treaſon. : Garnet a 
Saint, yet no remembrance of his conſpi- 
racic: yet let ys pull a coate of the mee- 
keſt lambe in Chriſts fold , and it will not 
hide thoſe open impieties that they do not 
commit but 1uthfie, and therefore we may 
writethem downe The Publicanes. 
... 2. Ititbelo, a ſin muſtnot be concea- 
led: a Malefactor muſt be openly ſcour- 
ged; a Traytor die opealy , ſuch wicked 
members mult notliue, and therefore live 
in ſhame ; Noluit Deus tatere, quos noluit Toi- 
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were; Capital! ſinnes, publique fins,ſcanda- 
lous ſinnes : Drunkennes, not as Nee be- 
fore his ſonne in the Tent, butat noone- 
day ſtaggering and reeling before the Sun 
ofthe Firmament , muſt theſe be couered, 
and not remembred? Charitic indeed doth 
couer infirmities but onely theſe that are 
comitted with no great circumſtances. In 
the Epiſtle of Peter , Charitas operit multiru- 
dinem peccatorum, it couers the multitude of 
finnes, but not the magnitude. But even 
for the lefler wee had beſt take order to 
make our peace,or elſe at the day ofiudge- 
ment they ſhall all be diſcloſed : Euen by 
this very place of Scripture ſhall we be 1ud- 
ged, being the doctrine of one of the 1.2. 
that ſhall fit pon twelve ſeats indging the. 
twelue tribes of Iſrael , and remembring this 
very place of Mathewthe Publicane. 

The point is well ſharpned, now let me 
layitto the heart, aud this Seraphim doth 
inſtruct ys, Net to reproue a ſcandalous 
ſinne with too deiedted mildneſle : Is God 
ſo bitterin remembring , and muſt wee be 
{o mecke in reprouing 2? 1 am perſwaded 

that 
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that ifthe meekeſt Moſes vpon earth ſhould 
bring the Law to this dropſie-drunken, 
oppreſsing, blaſpheming age ot ours, hee 
would breake the Tables in peeces for yery 
zeale, and yer his zeale both pittied and 
bleſſed. Leta priuate man by ſome inſtint 
of his own, which it may be he thinks was 
illumination, pull at ſuperſtition, any part 
orany relique of it,he ſhall be recorded b 
ſome Caneniſt or other ( that ſits lurking ar 
our Sermons with wooll in his cares) to be 
a Sciſmatique, a Separatiſt, to be the men 
that are factious,that deny the Prieſthood, 
that ſpite the Head of the Church, the Bo- 
die of the church,the Order of the church, 
the peace of the ſpouſe of Chriſt: and thus 
with ſuch titles fitter for the worſhippers 
of Meloch.then for Chriſtians, we Naule them 
by the eares, and hang them vp like men vp- 
on gibbets,to make the world belecue,they 
are but Maletacors and Publicans. 

But if we looke about vs,we do not well, 
like wicked Achabto perſecute, and lay our 
hands ypon Micha, and let Benhadad an o- 
pen cenemie eſcape with too. much meck- 
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neſſe as though he were not a noted Pub- 
lican :: O God: forfend that any of vs 
ſhould beſo deieted, As not to acknow- 
ledge the power of Gods graces in oug 
ſelues ; or diſhonour him ſo tarre,as not to 
ſpeake the truth to others, When a man. 
comes like Moſes with the rod, then the. 
moſt hard-hearted Pharaob will deſire him 
To pray vnto the Lord for him: when a man 
comes with reproofe like. the. Trumpets 
which the Angels ſounded beforethe Em- 
perour of heauen and earth , riding ypon. 
the wings of the winde,the horſes breath- 
ing fire and-iudgment; It is the Trumpet 
that doth make a tumult tn the confcience 
of aſinner, when God begins to-proclaime 
warre vnto his ſoule for ſome mortall and. 
ſcandalous ſinnes. Ir is not the battle of 
generall doctrine, but itis particular appli- 
cation that wedges it to the heart, and. 
makea finner (hrieke out like themurthe- 
red Ladies of Ieruſalem , or like the men 
after Peters Sermon , Men and brethren,what 


{hall we doe to be ſaued * When a Preacher 


like the Seraphim of God extenuates not 
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a ſinne, nor the nature of ſinne; northe 
branches,nor the deſcent of ſinne : nor the 
cuſtome of drunkennefle or ſwearing , or 
any common 1jnne,but as with a thunder- 
bolt of holy indignation , ſlings Goliah in 
the forhead, and tells him to his face, It # 
he that blaſphemes the God of Iſrael. Thus it 
mult be: no Honorable, no Worthiptull, 
no beſt beloued at euery word in Ser- 
mons , if they doe fo they are the wolues 
that make afles of you., and then deuoure 
your-foules with tickling* The ciuill Ma- 
iſtrate oftentimes lets drunkennefſle paſſe 
vnpunithed and blaſphemie perhaps be- 
cauſe he ſees them not : Theretore we may 
remember them if not reprove them ; nay 
reproue we muſt when you are dead, for 
you cannot endure to. be touched when 
youare living. Iam ſure there are |cſſe ſins 
-puniſhed with death, therefore we may at 
the leaſt remember ſuch capitall ſins. You 
haue Sermons of memoriall at the Croſfle 
aud Spittle, and there you are told of your 
ictic and workes of Mercy, and as was in 
the laſt yeer es Plalme which the Children 
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ofthe Hoſpitall did ſing, they pray for the 
bleſsing of Zacheus vpon you. It you will 
baue vs to remember Zacheus well difpo- 
ſing of his goods, giue vs leauc to remem- 
ber you of theiill gerting of his.goods, Re- 
member then what Zacheus was and Mat- 
chew the Publicane,and you will not be an- 
gry with vs, it m priuate Pulpits the Righte- 
ous ſmite you and ſet your ſinnes before you, and 
yetno ſhame vnto-you, no more then was 
to the Patriarkes, which.doe not onely in- 
ſtruc vs. Teaching but Smning. Lot vs there- 
fore receiue the remembrance of our ſins 
with meekneſle and long-ſuffering to-the 
glory of God, the example of the wicked, 
the ſhame of our owne infirmities :- Ta 
make vs that heare the report of other 
mens ſinnes to ſet vp that Abrahams itafte of 
watchtulnes, to drive away all the cogita- 
tions of thar ſinne, that like vncleane birds 
doe ſtickeaboutthe ſoule : To the caſting 
downe- of thoſe that thizke roo well of 
them(ſcJues,or thinke no fin but that which 
is malitious : To make our {elues ſtronger 
in the confidence of Chriſt ;.ro'the ſup- 

= aa preſzing 


preſcing of all boldnes,to the ſtirring vp of 
our compaſsion to thoſe that fall ; and to 
the end thar wee ſhould feare leſt God 
ſhould plucke the Thamars muffler trom Gen: 8.15. 
the tace of cuery hypocrite ,. and difcouer 
him to be as bad as cuer was the ſubic of 
my Text, which-is Mathew the Publicane. 
And now for him thatis dead, I hold Api. 
it good for meſpeake no-more:of his Vir- 
tues, then neceſsitie makes i a virtue to 
ſpeake. One linne he had, you that haue 
lefle, write him in your Table-bookes to 
be a ſinner : What others there were vypon 
obſcurerumors or miſprifions,what doubt 
full fins there were, weare not to defame 
the perſon, when God hath not yncouered 
the fin: To ſay a man is drunke when hee 
only moues his lips,as Eli did to Annazthats r Sam: 1.14; 
want of wiſdom: to lay he did not finne, 
that were a detraction from the glory of 
God, th:t gaue ynto vs fone ſignes of his 
conuerſion,though his {icknesmade them 
weake ; It may be his taith was weake, it's 
no matter, weake or ſtrong it was enough 
toſaue him, it it were true ;.true it Was, or 
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elſc he had not prayed, God be mercifull vnto 
me , The Lord leſus forgiue me my fines : His 

romiſe to his triends that he never would 
doe the like againe not many daies before 
he died, theſe were weake, yet true. To 

ut him therefore betwixt heauecn and hell 
as a Cardinall pictured Salomon, becauſe his 
repentance in his time was held ſomthing 
doubtfull,that were to put an ancient man 
into Limbus Patrum, or into ſome 3 place ; 
I muſt not leaue him ſo: Thus I may ſay, 
that ſince he fell notto that pitch of Pha- 
r40hs obduration, to that non poſſe peenitere_., 
in which he covld not call for mercy, that 
as Mathew was called by a word ſequere, fol. 
low me, ſo he by a iudgment; or as Matthew 
by that ſtarre-hike countenance of Chriſt 
was drawne with a ſpirituall deſire like the 
ſteele to the Loadſtone; ſo he by aſudden 


illumination, it not by the word, by the 


iudgment when he was ſuddenly taken, 


if not by the indgment, by a ſecret inlight- 
ning of Gods ſpirit vpon his death-bed. 
And ſo let me ſer him as it wereina ſhip ; 
He hoizt vp the faile and turn'd it which 

way 
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way it pleaſed him; the deuill he blew the 
winds,but I hope God fate atthe Rudder, 
and .ſteer'd him the beſt courſe ynto hea- 
uen : and let them his companions-in fin 
be thanktull vato God : his companions, 
for a man may be a glutton, but ſeldomea 
drunkard by himfelte ; I fay let them re- 
member that God may. ſtrike them ſud- 
denly like Balthaſar in the middit of their 
cups withtrembling and death, and fo de- 
priue them ofthe vſe of their ſpeech, when 
they ſhould cry to God for mercy ; And 
then what will it auatle them to come with
